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EDS Wins Another Court Ruling

In a ruling issued November 29, 
Ingham County Circuit Court Judge 
Peter D. Houk upheld an agreement 
which grants Environmental Disposal 
Systems, Inc. (EDS), a Part 625 permit 
for its proposed hazardous-waste injec- 
tion wells on Citrin Drive in Romulus, 
and allows the company to continue its 
pursuit of an above-ground treatment 
and storage facility at the same site. 

When EDS first applied for a Part 
625 well permit for Citrin Drive, the 
Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) denied the application, 
determining that there was no need for 
a Citrin Drive well because EDS's exist- 
ing well on Wahrman Road was poten- 
tially usable — even though its operation 
was blocked by a Wayne County Circuit 
Courtinjunction. (A recent State of Michi- 
gan Court of Appeals ruling removed 
that injunction, but the matter is not yet 
settled because the City of Romulus 
has filed a motion for reconsideration. ) 

Eventually, EDS and the DEQ en- 
tered into a Stipulation and Consent 
Agreement that allowed EDS toresume 
its pursuit of a Citrin Drive facility. Attor- 


neys forthe City of Romulus challenged 
the agreement on a number of points, 
including whether or not it represented 
an arbitrary and unlawful change of the 
agency's former position that only one 
wellsite is needed. However, Houkruled 
that the DEQ has not changed its posi- 
tion at all, since the agreement also 
included a provision that prevents EDS 
from operating more than one well facil- 
ity in Wayne County, and requires EDS 
to permanently plug any well that will 
not be used. 

It is not yet known whether the City 
will attempt any further appeal of Judge 
Houk's decision. 

SRB Continues Deliberations 

In the meantime, the state's Site 
Review Board — appointed to consider 
the merits of EDS's application for an 
above-ground facility on Citrin Drive — 
held its second meeting on November 
29. The DEQ estimates that about 520 
people attended the meeting, which 
was devoted to public comment on the 
proposed project. 

The Board's next meeting will be 
held at Romulus High Schoo! on Thurs- 
day, December 16, at 7 p.m. 
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Reader Thinks Romulus Police Officers Should Be Discharged, Not Suspended 


Dear Good People: 

Common sense, logic, and reason, 
constrained by moral outrage, compel 
me to write and respectfully disagree 
with Romulus Police Chief Charles Kirby 
on his decision to temporarily suspend 
the four still-unnamed Romulus police 
officers who were caught “loitering” ata 
"blind pig" during a recent police raid. 

While a three-week, unpaid suspen- 
sion would be a just recompense in 
some situations, it is neither fitting nor 
proper in our present case. It is weak, 
shallow, and misguided. It sends a twist- 
ed message and leaves in its wake a 
wave of distortion and confusion. To 
me, the only and obvious solution is a 
dismissal with no chance to ever be 
involved in the honorable profession of 
law enforcement again. My reasons are 
as follows. 

First, let us understand the situa- 
tion placed before us. Unfortunately, 
but alas, predictably, the Romulus Police 
Department is doing what "secret soci- 
eties" do when faced with trouble — it's 
protecting its own. Sadly, there is an "us 
vs, them" mind-set. So, while we don't 
have all the facts, whose fault is that? 

We don'tneed all the facts to under- 
Stand this simple premise: "blind pigs," 
as they are aptly named (remember the 


old commercial, "Why do you think they 


callit'dope’?"), are places that are full of 
wickedness and evil behavior. Even 
those who frequent them will tell you 
that. These houses of ill repute are 
perfect examples of the basest instincts 
of a society. Activities so shameful that 
they have to be done in darkness, in 
secret places. Things like prostitution, 
drug addiction, gambling, drunkenness 
.. . you get the idea. 

All these activities, if allowed to 
proliferate, would destroy our society. 
There would be no sexual responsibil- 
ity, love, families, sobriety, wealth, and 
spiritual vitality. Instead, we would have 
disease, despair, emptiness, and death. 
There is no neutral ground here. 

And in this dark world of sin and 
unlawfulness, what do we find? Why, 
four Romulus policemen! Men who have 
sworn an oath to not simply enforce the 
law (they love that part), but to uphold 
the law. To defend with their very lives 
our state and federal constitutions. This 
was the contract they willingly entered 
into with us, the citizens. Nobody forced 
them into it. 

And nobody forced them to visit 
that "blind pig" on that fateful night, 
either. They chose to go there. They 


thought about it, schemed, planned it 
out. And it wasn't just one man who 
went; there were fourmen who decided 
to pay a visit. A cord of four strands 
should not be easily broken! And yet 
these four "men in blue" had the strength 
of character of a piece of thread. 

There is something terribly scary 
about people who want to be police 
officers, but who enjoy an environment 
of illegality and desire to spend their 
free time around unlawful activities — 
don't you think? Aren't people like this 
spiritually and psychologically impaired? 
| mean, if you hate to be around people, 
would you go into sales? If you dread 
children, would you choose to be a 
parent? If you fear heights, would you 
become a rock climber? Of course not! 
That would be irrational, you say. But 
that is what these four men wish. They 
want to "catch" lawbreakers and then, 
later on, participate in their unlawful 
behavior. And Chief Kirby is granting 
their wish to remain police officers. That's 
just not right. 

Think about this. Have these four 
"mystery men” written citations? Con- 
ducted investigations? Discovered evi- 
dence? Written reports? Testified in 
court? How many people do you think 
have been convicted of some "crime" 
based on the testimony, evidence, cita- 
tion, or report of one of these officers? 
Do you have confidence that these men 
would speak the truth and hold to the 
truth at all costs? Didn't think so. 

These four unnamed officers are So 
arrogant, conceited, andshameless that 
they gave no thought to injuring the 
many good men and women in the 
Romulus Police Department. Men and 
women who view themselves as peace 
officers; who want to pursue serious 
crime; who wantto become knowledge- 
able about the law; who are slow to 
anger; who desire to protect the rights 
of the citizenry; who are good friends, 
husbands, wives, mothers, and fathers. 
The quiet heroes, reluctant to use their 
authority. These men and women who 
have worked so hard to do good have 
been stained and tarnished by the fla- 
grant hypocrisy of four men who have 
no self-control, but instead desire to 
control others. But the good and true 
police officers of Romulus can be 
washed of their unjust blemish by pub- 
licly denouncing the actions and char- 
acter of their delinquent brethren and 
request, in writing, their permanent re- 
moval from the force by Chief Kirby. 
Courage demands nothing less. 


So, what does the future hold? From 
what I've seen so far, it doesn't look 
promising. | believe that, right now, the 
"powers that be" are concocting their 
"story." You know, they were invited to 
this party by a friend, and they had no 
idea that this type of activity would be 
taking place, and by the time they real- 
ized what was going on, the cops broke 
in and raided the place. Or, they made 
a stupid mistake. Or, it was a setup. 
Remember this, friends: whatever their 
story, if you or | give the same story, we 
go to jail! 

You can also bet that the prosecu- 
tor is quietly working out a deal. No 
standing before a judge; there's not 
enough evidence here. | wonder if the 
four officers have to pay for their own 
attorneys? 

Do you think any of those officers 
had to submit to any drug or alcohol 
testing? | mean, they were right smack 
dab in the middle of illegal drinking and 
narcotics activity. Probable cause was 


definitely in existence. You know they 
would have screened you or me if we 
were in their shoes. Do you think that 
maybe those in authority were too fear- 
ful of what they might discover? 

Or maybe these four officers won't 
be booted off the force because they 
Know of others, maybe many others, 
possibly higher-ups, who also love to 
dabble in wicked, unlawful behavior 
during their "free time." Does this sound 
like a possibility to you? 

I'm sorry, Chief Kirby, but I'm not 
buying any apples off this cart. Too 
many things are shrouded in secrecy. 
There's too much eagerness to protect 
the guilty. To make excuses. Those 
types of responses don't inspire a whole 
lot of confidence in me. 

There's a whole plethora of fine, 
outstanding men and women out there 
who would make excellent police offic- 
ers. Why should they be deprived of a 
lifelong dream to protect four losers?

"Sham-paign" Finance Reform

Whenever a statewide or national 
election draws near, media attention 
and public interest focuses on the out- 
rageous sums of money spent on cam- 
paigns. These amounts keep escalat- 
ing year after year, with no end in sight. 
Although most citizens do not contrib- 
ute to political campaigns, the impact of 
money in politics cannot be underesti- 
mated. The agenda in Lansing this year 
has been dominated by tax breaks for 
the rich and giveaways to corporations 
that put the Republicans in power last 
November with millions of dollars in 
campaign contributions. 

In recent weeks, House Republi- 
cans passed what can only be called 
"sham-paign" finance reform legislation. 
Instead of dealing with the real problem 
of big money, the Republicans aimed 
their guns at a straw man: bingo. 
Throughout Michigan, politicians and 
local political parties use bingo to raise 
funds in small amounts (under $25). 
Since most, though not all, of the bingos 
are run by Democrats, Republicans tried 
to ban political bingo in 1996. The vot- 
ers of Michigan overwhelmingly rejected 
this partisan attempt to shut out small 
contributors, but the party of special 
interests and big money is at it again. 

The Republicans are trying to ban 
bingo by using something called “first 
penny reporting." Under current law, if 
you make a contribution of $20 or less, 
the contribution has to be reported, but 
not yourname and address. This allows 
a candidate to sell bumper stickers or 
campaign buttons, orrunasmall-stakes 
bingo, without keeping track of every- 
one who buys a one-dollar button or a 
fifty-cent bingo card. Republicans want 
the Secretary of State to have the name 
and address of everyone in Michigan 
who plays political bingo or buys a 
bumper sticker.

The sad thing is that Republicans 
had an opportunity to deal with the real 
problem of the corrupting influence of 
big money. However, Betsy DeVos, chair 
of the Michigan Republican Party, brags 
that her family is the number-one con- 
tributor of "soft money” in the country. 
"Soft money" is the millions of dollars 
that DeVos and other billionaires con- 
tribute in unlimited amounts to the Re- 
publican Party every year. The party 
turns around and gives the money to 
Republican candidates, making asham 
of the laws that restrict how much one 
person or political action committee can 
give to individual candidates. 

My colleagues and | will continue 
our efforts toward true campaign finance 
reform, including limiting soft-money 
contributions to $50,000 and expand- 
ing disclosure requirements for com- 
mittees which accept soft money; re- 
quiring electronic filing of campaign fi- 
nance reports for candidates for state 
elective office whose committees take 
in or spend more than $20,000; extend- 
ing reporting requirements to political 


_web sites; requiring public disclosure of 


contributions to foundations. affiliated 
with politicians; and requiring candi- 
dates for state elective office to publicly 
file a financial disclosure statement list- 
ing income, assets, and liabilities, or 
furnish acopy of their income tax return. 

The contrast between the two ap- 
proaches is stark. Democrats want to 
limit the power of big money. Republi- 
cans want to harass bingo players. 
Which party stands for real campaign 
finance reform?
